POET’S VOICE 


To listen to a major poet 
reading his own verse is a rare 
pleasure. Such a treat was en- 
joyed by Jerusalemites who 
crowded the Israel Touring 
Club last Sunday evening to 
hear Stephen Spender reading 
poetry, his own: and others’. 

Beginning with “Easter 1916” 
by W. B. Yeats, “the father of 
modern poetry,” Mr. Spender 
read poems by Auden, Dylan 
Thomas, Hardy and others, as 
well as half a dozen of his own 
poems.
